Can a Bus Driver park 
his Bus Overnight? 


Can a man employed as a school 
bus driver park his bus at his 
home, or on the street near his 
home overnight. in Wilmington? 

Not if his home is in a residen- 
tial area, the Planning Board 
decided, Tuesday night. They 
then wrote a letter to Town Coun- 
sel Alan Altman asking for his 
opinion on the matter. 

‘A school bus driver who lives 
in the Silver Lake area of Wil- 
mington has been doing this. 
cording to a complaint which the 
Planning’ Board has received 
Every morning. the complaint 
says. he goes out and runs the 
bus for half an hour. to warm up 
the bus, and there are appropriate 
noises and back-fires. The com- 
plaint says that the neighbors 
did not like to be awakened early 
in the morning by the noises 

Danny Gillis reviewed two sim- 
ilar cases, back in 1969, involving 
men who had parked trucks over 
night in residential areas, and 
then the board decided to write 
to the Town Counsel for advice 

‘The meeting Tuesday night be- 
gan with a history of the proposed 
PUD (apartments. row houses. 
ete.) Zoning in Wilmington, at 
the request of Bob Leahy. Gillis 
told Leahy that the zoning had 
evolyed as the result of a study 
which included members of the 
Mass Federation of Planning 
Boards and the Mass Home 
Builders Association, and that 
Wilmington’s zoning propos:

He is 
talking about a 21 acre tract of 
land. and is planning to have 
stores with 150,000 square feet 
plus possibly a movie theatre, 
The would-be developer was told 
that not only must the land be 
zoned for business, but also for 
High Density Zoning 

The developer mentioned sev- 
eral well known national firms 
as being willing to locate on his 
site.

‘No One ever Forgot 
the Gil Harnden Fire 


The vear was 1904. Wilmington had achieved the status of 
having a Volunteer Fire Department - two companies. one 
in Wilmington and the other in North Wilmington. It was a 
gondition that had not been achieved without hard work and 
heartaches. Two new fire houses had been erected. ‘to 
house the two companies, and each house had a hose wagon 
and a pumper - horse drawn, of course. 

In the past half dozen years the lesson had been clear - 
several disastrous fires in the area that is today called 
Wilmington Square. The railroad station had burned down 
half a dozen vears ago - it stood where the transformers 
stand todav. for Reading Electric Light. There had been 
the fires that burned down Schamiel MacIntosh’s black- 
smith shop. ad the drug store. and Ames Hall. all in Wil 
mington Square 
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‘Two men were prominent in the 
start of the new Fire Department. 
Charlie Osbarn and Caleb Harri- 
man Charlie was a mailman. 
Rural Free Delivery. He had 
@ square covered wagon. with 
holes in front for the reins. and a 
sliding door at the side through 
which he delivered the mail. Har- 
riman. of course. was the man in 
charge of the tannery - a tannery 
which was soon to be known vy his 
name. He was a graduate pharma- 

t. and the step-son of Franklin 
Perry. one of the two.men who 
had been founders of the tannery 
sn North Wilmington. 

When the two men got a volun- 


Osburn became the Chief. ang 
Harriman the Assistant Chief. ang 
their status was recognized ‘as 
such by the Selectmen. They were 
men of action. Even before the 
town voted to have the two fire 
houses. they were built, this 
while a committee was in 
ting sites. one near the center of 
town. and the other in North Wit- 
mington 

Near Wilmington Center @ fire 
house was built on what i§ now 
Olson Road. the parking space 
beside the present Fire Station 
Tf North Wilmington it was built 
on land owned by Franklin Perry. 


and was opposite the lilac bushes 


which grow behind the building 
where Lindsay Bouvier has his 
home and Gift Shop, F 

In the March 1904 Town Meeting 
the committee recommended that 


the two fire houses be moved to ! 
the nearest school property - the * 
Walker School site and the White." 


field School site. The recommen. 


committee appointed to investi- 
gale and report. On that Commit- 
tee were Harriman and Osburn. 
and also Howard Horton. a 
arpenter with a good common- 
sense reputation.

tee recomended that the 
fire-houses be located where they 
were built. and in a special Town 
Meeting on April 28th the town 
bought the land. $50 for the North 
Wilmington site and $100 for the

‘The North Wilmington company 
(No, 2), was composed in a large 
part by men who worked in Harri- 


man’s Tannery - and this meant 
the Notth Wilmington Frenchmen 
for so they were called. people 
who had come down from Nova 
Scotia. There were others too. 
Len Smith. and Charlie Hill 
Harris Haley and Ed Wells, to 
name a few. Caleb Harriman 
tried to be fair and square with 
both companies. but he couldn't 
be blamed for having a paterna- 
listic attitude towards the North 
Wilmington men - after all most 
of them were his emplovees. 

There were socials. to raise 
money. There were whist parties. 
The North Wilmington men out- 
fitted themselves with uniforms, 
blue coats and caps. and white 
pants. Once a vear they went on 
a trip - once to the Quincy House 
in Boston. for a dinner. and on 


et down to the stotien house on time. 
The firemen almost hod the fire uf 
when the well ron dry, ond they bad 
to just stand there ond watch the house 
bum down 

another occasion to Hamilton to a 

clam bake. 

And whenever there was a fife. 
the boys would get onto the wa- 
gons. using borrowed horses. and 
gallop off. They would be paid. of 
course. for their fire fighting. and 
whoever owned the horses would 
be paid too. It seems that the rate 
of pav was 30 cents an hour. but 
possibly the thirty cents. which is 
the lowest figure shown on pay- 
rolls. was for responding to a fire. 

Anyway. on a Sunday morning in 
November there was a fire at the 
home of Gil Harnden. in North 
Wilmington. Gil bad a Wilming- 
ton name - Richard Harnden had 
settled at what is now 67 High 
Street back, in 1667. but. Gil was 
an Andover man. He had moved 
to Wilmington some 20 years pre- 
viously and build a nice home dn 
Middlesex Avenue. opposite High 
Street. today the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Wallent

diction as to the amount of water 
to be taken from the river. The 
association questions the advisa- 
bility of Public Health having sole 
authority to make this decision 
There are other agencies pro- 
bably better qualified that should 
have a voice in this matter. Leg- 
islation will be filed to amend 
portions of the original act. 

The pumping station erected on 
the river in Billerica is equipped 
with two pumps. each capable of 
pumping four million gallons per 
day. Eight million gallons per 
day for 180 davs is a possible 
1440 million gallons that may be 
drawn the first six months of 
each year. The water will be 
pumped to the reservoir through 
a six mile pipe line. 

Questioning brought out that the 
Division of Fisheries and Game 
was not consulted in the planning.

gical balance will be destroyed 

In the recently completed five 
year stury of the Charles River 
watershed. the Corps of Army 
Engineers emphasized that the 
wetlands should be preserved for 
their water storage and wildlife 
values. This recommendation 
from an agency better known for 
its dredging. draining and dam 
building projects very strongly 
points out the high value of the 
wetlands. The dire possibilities 
here on the Sawsheen are of 
deep concern to the association. 

Another matter of serious pro- 
portions discussed at the meet- 
ing was the polluting of the river 
headwaters in Tophet Swamp by 
the Lexington Town Dump. As 
several sections of the laws are 
apparently being ignored by the 
town. legal action may be taken to 
bring a halt to this.
